> JANUARY 


Speaking at the Planning Board 
meeting, Tuesday evening, mem- 
ber Danny Gillis reported that the 
planning committee for sewer ex- 
tension in Wilmington was hoping 
to complete its studies by Jan, 13, 
1966, 

Gillis asked the Planning Board 
to complete any recommendations 
it might have, for the study com- 
mittee, before that date, 

Gillis reviewed briefly the work 
of the committee during the past 
few weeks, 

The State Board of Health re- 
presentative, he sald, had recom- 
mended that the Silver Lake area 
of Wilmington should be served 
first. It was, in the belief of that 
gentleman, the ‘most concentrated’ 
area of Wilmington, The repre- 
sentative had sald that Wilmington 
could probably get some help un- 
der a new program, now in the 
process of forming, and called the 
‘606 Program’, The detailsare not 
yet certain, 

There have been some changes 
from the proposals made in 1958 
Gillis said.

In 1958 two trunk lines were 
Proposed to extend into Wilming- 
ton from the Woburn Mine, One 
of these would go up Woburn St, 
towards North Wilmington, andthe 
other up the tracks of the Boston 
& Maine RR towards Wilmington 
and Silver Lake. 

The plan now ts to have but one 
trunk line go from the Woburn line, 
and that towards Wilmington, 

Where the trunk line would cross 
the Maple Meadow brook a branch 
would be constructed, leading to- 
wards North Wilmington, 

The approximate cost, Gillis 
said, of the entire program has 
been set at $9,000,000 - and then 
he called that figure a ‘scare 
figure’, ‘There ts’ he said ‘ a 
tremendous amount of Federal mo- 
mey to be spent - if we can get 
some’. 

Gillis was hopeful, ‘Right now it 
looks like a year or so before you 
will get any action - maybe a cou- 
Ple of years - but if this Town 
Manager will keep the thing active 
it will be a couple of years instead 
often’,

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The Town of Wilmington and 
the Cronin Brothers, working to- 
gether, are rebuilding the old Nod 
dam, 


Located on Martin’s Brook, at 
the junction with Salem Street, the 
dam has been traced back to 1695 
by Town Counsel Philip Buzzell, 
in work connected with a lawsuit 
about 30 years ago. 

It controls the water level on 
Nod Pond, which backs up to the 
Pumping Station in North Wilming- 
ton, and also backs up onto land 
owned by the Cronin Brothers, 

Nod Pond was the source of water 
for the mill, which was used to cut 
lumber until 1891, 

Reports to Town Manage Dick 
Henneberger, in the past few weeks 
have indicated that the peat around 
the new well field, further down 
stream on Martin’s Brook, isdry- 
ing up, and that there are cracks 
eight feet deep, 

Rather than have this happen to 
Nod Pond the decision was made to 
rebuild the dam. Both the town and 
land of the Cronin Brothers will be 
affected, 

The town is performing the phy- 
sical labor, carpentry, etc., in the 
reconstruction of the dam, and the 
Cronin Brothers are contributing 
the concrete which 1s going intothe 
dam,

‘The old Pearson Homestead, in 
North Wilmington, will not be re- 
paired, according to John Elfa, the 
present owner.

There follows here some stories 
about the people who lived in this 
building since the day it was built, 
sometime around 1740, 


CAPT KENDALL PEARSON 


Capt, Kendall Pearson seems to 
have been the first ofthe Pearsons 
to have lived in what is now Wil- 
mington. 

In the early records of Wilming- 
ton his name is spelled Pierson. 

In 1722 he purchased, from Dan- 
fel Snow the home on Middlesex 
Avenue where Carl Connors lives 
today, Daniel Snow built the house 
in 1705, and was also the operator 
of a grist mill, at the brook nearby. 
Whether or not Pearson bought the 
mill is not known to the writer. 

Pearson sold the house in 1737 
to Benjamin Lewis, who ts turn 
later sold it and it became the home 
of the Rev. Issac Morrill, for over 
50 years the minister of the Church 
of Christ (Congregational) of Wil- 
mington, and a hero of both the 
French and Indian and Revolution- 
ary Wars. 

Kendall was named, in 1731, to 
be one of a committee of two ‘to 
secure a decent burying place’, 
The other on the committee was 
Abraham Jaquith, who lived over 
on what is now Aldrich Road. 
They chose land that is now beside 
the Congregational Church - the

‘old cemetery, and then the fir 


to be buried in the cemetery was 


William, son of Kendall. 


Kendall Pearson was named in 


the next year to be a member of 


committee ‘to treat with ministers 
for preaching’ - this in a town 


meeting of Oct 3, 1732. 


The writer is unable to furnish 
more information about his activi- 
ties as a citizen of Wilmington, but 
from the title of Captain it can be 
surmised that he served in the 
Militia (or Train Band, as it was 
called) during the French and In- 


dian Wars. 


Kendall and Lydia Pearson had, 
it seems, a total of eight children, 
one of whom, William, died in in- 


fancy. 


One of these was Nathan, later 
Ensign Nathan (Ensign was the 
lowest commissioned rank in the 
Militia of those days - comparable 
to the rank of Second Lieutenant) 

Nathan lived in the old Pearson 
homestead, Whether or not Ken- 
dall did is something that cannot 


be answered, 


Lydia Pearson died in 1737, and 
Kendall seems to have remarried, 
to a lady named Lydia, again, 


This was in the year he’ sold hi 
house, 


He, of course, had to live else- 


where, with a wife and family 
Support, 


Was it at this time (1737) that 
the Pearson Homestead was built?

He married June 17, 1746, Mary 
st Wilson of Reading, There were four 
children of the marriage who lived, 
Thomas, William, Mary and Heph- 
zibah, all of whom were born during 
the 1750s, Willlam. marrried 
Sally: Jones of Andover Street, and, 
like so many of the Colonials of 
that day, then moved to some other 
place to raise his family. 

Nathan, who later in life was 
called Ensign Nathan, most cer- 
tainly lived in the old Pearson 
Tavern, The Bi-Centennial Com- 
mittee of 1930, chairmaned by Har- 
ry Deming, said that six genera- 
tions of the family had lived there, 
and Nathan is the first of those six, 
if one counts out the Pearson gene- 
alogy. 

After the death of his first wife 
Nathan married Rebecca Tay of 
Woburn, October 1, 1766, and from 
this union there was one child,. 
Aaron, - Major Aaron Pearson, 

In a Town Meeting held on May 
¥7, 1780 Ensign Nathan Pearson 
was named a member of a com- 
mittee to consider the proposed 
Constitution for the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. Others in the 
committee were the Rev. Isaac 
Morrill, Cadawallader Ford Esq, 
Major Ebenezer Jones, Mr, Reuben 

Capt, John Harnden and 
joshua Harnden, 

Massachusetts, ever since 1777, 
had been trying to promulgate a 
Constitution, 

The proposals being made for a 
constitution were being referred to 
the towns, who in turn referred 
them to their committees, Ser- 
fous consideration was given to 
this, It was in Massachusetts, 
for instance, where the proposals 
were made that later became the 
so-called Bill of Rights of the 
United States Constitution - the 
first ten amendments, 

The committee of which Nathan 
‘was a member gave the then cur- 
rent proposals serious consider- 
ation, and reported to the next 
Town Meeting, held one week later 
There were thirty or more Town 
Meetings every year, in those days, 
The Selectmen didn’t do the decid- 
ing - the Town Meeting did, 

The committee came back tothe 
next town meeting with objections 
and amendments, which were ac- 
cepted unanimously ‘there being 
fifty-two voters present and voting’ 

Twelve days later there was a 
change. The proposed 111th Arti- 
cle of the Declaration of Rights 
would be amended, by a motion 
made, to read as follows: 

‘That there be free lberty of 
conscience allowed to Calvinists 
and Arminians (fe Unitarians); and 
that they have full and free liberty

to pay their money towards the 
support of the Gospel to such pub- 
Me teacher, or teachers, on whom 


that they have full and free liberty 
to pay their money towards the 
support of the Gospel to such pub- 
lic teacher, or teachers, on whom 
they attend; and that the majority 
of any town, parish or precinct, 
in this State, shall not have it in 
their power to settle a public 
teacher over the consciences of 
the minority, and contrary totheir 
sentiments’, 

Twenty seven voters voted for 
this proposal, which was evident- 
ly being sent all over the State, to 
the committees such as that on 
which Nathan was serving, and 
twenty-one voted against it. 

In other words the people of Wil- 
mington voted for a free public 
conscience, at least for the people 
in the three sects named, 

But then an adjourned Town 
Meeting on the fifth of June, re- 
versed the vote, by a vote of forty 
six to forty three. 

The record tells the story, Inthe 
first meeting it was not understood 
that the point of ‘free liberty of 
conscience’ was coming up. In 
the week that followed there must 
have been some talking, and, as the 
Rev. Mr. Noyes said, ‘on something 
besides the prospects of the hay- 
crop, and the deeds of Sumpter’s 
and Marion’s men in S, Carolina, 

‘The town was almost divided; one 
part saying that the majority hadno 
right to force their Calvinism down 
the throats of the people who did not 
like it, and the other part remon- 
strating, that ministers had to be 
chosen somehow; and how, but by 
a fair vote and a majority? 

Thus it was that there were 89 
instead of 48 at the second town 
meeting, Perhaps this included 
every able bodied man who was not 
in the Army, and was able to attend, 

The new constitution went into 
effect on Sept, 4th of that year, 

But this did not end the agitation 
for freedom of preaching for the 
citizens who eventually became the 
Unitarians, in Massachusetts, 

On Sept. 30, 1782 an article was 
brought forth in the Town Meeting 
‘to see if the town will grant li- 
berty to sundry persons requesting 
the same to open the meeting- 
house to such gospel ministers, of 
@ regular standing, as they shall 
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(town treasurer), Major Joshua 
Harnden, Mr Benjamin Thompson 
and Mr Nathan Pearson, 

The town, on Oct, 14th, voted 
No, If Nathan Pearson wanted to 
hear what is today called Unitar- 
fan preaching, he had to go else- 
where than to the church in Wil~ 
mington - perhaps to Billerica, 
where the Unitarian beliefs had 
been adopted by the town, 

There are no more records on 
the life of Nathan Pearson - not 
even the date of his death. Per- 
haps he moved elsewhere, before 
he died - to a town that allowed 
Arminian preaching, 


The next to live in the Pearson 
home was his son, Aaron, the man 
who became Major Aaron Pearson 


EXCERPTS FROM THE 
MILITARY HISTORY OF 
WILMINGTON 


Aaron Pearson was a Major in 
the Militia of Massachusetts, He 
spelled his name Person, It ap- 
pears on several pages of the 
Military History of Wilmington, 
while he held the rank of Captain. 

Aaron Person was chosen Cap- 
tain of the Militia Company of 
Wilmington. on March 31, 1807, 
In those days all officers, at least 
of company grade, seem to have 
been elected, 

He served in the command of 


the Wilmington Company of Mili-* 


tia for two years, after which his 
name no longer appears, presem- 
ably because he had been pro- 
moted to the rank of Major. 

During his two years of com- 
mand, there are several items 
that may be of interest to the 
reader: 

There were two occasions dur- 
ing his command when ‘Minnit 
Men’ were detached from the com- 


pany, for active duty. 

On August 20, 1807 Sergeant 
Ezra Carter Jr., Corporal Simeon 
Butters and Privates Isaac Pierce 
Jr,, Oliver Carter, John Beard, 
John Bond, William Nichols, El- 
bridge Jones, Francis Snow and 
Samuel W. Taylor volunteered, 
and again, on December 21, 1808, 
there were volunteers, this time 
being William Bell, Sewell Bout- 
ell (Boutwell), Isaac Perce Jun., 
Walter Manning, Reuben Upton, 
James Jones, Simeon Butters, 
Ebnr Carter Jr., and Samuel 
Perce, 

Several times a year the Com- 
pany of Militia was assembled for 
the exercise of arms, and other 
military training and discipline, 
There is an entry, for instance, 
on Sept, 29, 1807, ‘The Militia 
Company in Wilmington command- 
ed by Capt. Aaron Person assem- 
bled agreeable to an order from 
Col, Amos Boardman for to be 
mustered and their Arms and E~ 
quipments were inspected by S: 
uel Hopkins, Major.’ 

Samuel Hopkins, who eventually 
became a Colonel, lived on Hop- 
kins Street, in a house that still 
exists, and later, at about the 
time of this inspection, he was 
living in a house on Nichols Street, 
near or on the site of the pre- 
sent Simpson home. This house 
burned down in 1837, 

Every now and then the Wil- 
mington Company would march 
to another town, to join the 4th 
Regiment, Middlesex, for aparade 
and review, One ofthose instances 
was while under the command of 
Captain Pearson. The entry reads; 
‘Oct, 7, 1808, Militia Company 
in Wilmington assembled and were 
marched to Woburn and were Mus~ 
tered in Regiment commanded by 
Samuel Hopkins Junr.’
